Daniel M. Ransdell, sergeant-at-arms

Mr. and Mrs. McCasland were married 
March 3, 1885, in Jacksonville, Ill., when 
he was the Town Constable, and she 
the dressmaker who had made the wed- 
ding gowns of so many of Jackson- 
ville’s belles of that day.

After deliberating five minutes, the jury in the Kreis-Wilson —

title of ‘‘The Kisser,’’ was at Hotel Autenrieth, opposite the — 
house, eating dinner when the vrdict was read. 


More than half the audience rose from 
their seats when the verdict was read. 
The noise of moving chaire»and of hur- 
rying feet drowned the sound of the 
Judge’s voice calling order. All were 
moving toward Miss Wilson, who sat 
supported by her father in the court- 
room, outside the inner rails, where she 
sat during all the trial. They crowded 
around her, extending their hands fo | 
her to shake. She caught them one b) 


one. 


Krets’ Friends Amazed, 
Kreis’ mother, a sister and a sister- 


in-law were in the courtroom. The. 
seemed dazed. While Miss Wilson: 
friends were thronging about her th 
Kreis contingent consulted anxiousl) 
with one another.

1 
try to forget disagreeable incidents 
When Lawyer Burnett asked me ques 
tions about such things, I could not 
remember them.

Louis. This organization, representing 
nearly all of the independent team 
“wowners, believes that the Terminal As- 
sociation is doing everything in its pow- 
er to discourage teaming across the 


Mads Bridge and that the reduction of | 


arbitrary rates on this class of traffic 
will do little to relieve the present con- 
gestion. 

They fillege that they have in effect 
been told that if they cannot get across 
‘the bra. they must take the ferry, 
‘and they state that the ferries are 
»ractically monopolized by the St. Louis 
Transfer Co., which has a _ working 
agreement with the railroads in Guc 
Terminal! combine. 

They charge that the Terminal Asso- 
“jation is discriminating against wagon 
owners in favor of the railroads which 
use the lower roadway and that Presi- 
dent McChesney has stated, first, that 
ihe condition of the bridge would not 
permit wagon traffic to the full capacliy 
for which it was originally built; sec- 
ond, that wagon traffic on the upper 
roadway detracted from the revenue of 
the lines using the lowcr roadway, and, 
third, that the permission of wagon 
traffic at full capacity would render the 
bridge unsafe for passengers. 

Following these statements, said by 
nrembers of the Teaming Association to 
have been made to them when they 
called on him with their grievances, 
President McChesney issued the follow- 
ing order: 

“This association will discontinue the 
use of “pull up” teams on Eads Bridge 
wnd no vehicle will be permitted on the 
bridge that cannot be moved freely by 
the number of horses designed to haul

it to its destination. 

“Any vehicle which stalls by reason 
of being overloaded will be turned back 
to the point where it entered the bridge. 
No leads will be permitted on the upper 
‘roadway which exceed 30 feet in length 

‘This action is necessary in order to 
faciiitate the. handling of freight traffic 
and safeguard the constantly increas- 
ing passenger traffic.” 

G. 8: Rhodes, president of the Rhodes 
fransfer Co., was a member of the 
committee ‘which called on President 
'McChesney. 

“For nine years prior to that time,” 
gaid Mr. Rhodes to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Tuesday, ‘‘the Terminal Associ- 
ation had maintained extra teams to 
help drivers in getting their wagons 
up the steep grade at the east approach 
‘to the bridge. That was done gratui- 
‘tously. 

“When we learned that the assoctla- 
tlon meant to take off these teams we 
thought it was purely a matter of ex- 
“pense. We offered to pay for the main- 
tenance of the teams, but our offer was 
_refused, and we were told that we 
would not be permitted to furnish and 

. use “pull ups’ of our own. Then we 
knew that there was something more 
than economy behind the move. 

“L. W. Childress of the Columbia 
Transfer. Co., with the secretary of our 
organization, accompanied me when I 
‘sought an explanation from Mr. Me- 
Chesney. 

“Mr. McChesney told us that the ‘pull 
wpe" had been taken off because the 
condition of the upper roadway would 
not permit the carrying of such heavy 
loads as formerly. 

“When we pressed him on this point 
he said that the association's revenue 
from hauling freight by rail on the 
lower roadway was not as large as it 
‘should be, the inference being that the 
association's policy was to discourage 
‘freight traffic by wagon so as to in- 

€rease its carload tolls.

Another clause in the association's 
promise of reduction has caused spec- 
ulation. It says that on wagon business 
“the tariff via St. Louls or other trans- 


_ fer companies, when used by connect- 


ing lines to and from St. Louis depots, 
shall always be the same as the rates 
over the rails between the same de- 
pots.”’ 


To Smash Transfer Monopoly.

“When a railroad has freight destined 
to the depots of other lines and finds it 
more convenient to »reak bulk in East 
St. Louis than to bring the car over to 
St. Louis, we distribute the freight and 
get our proportion of the through rail- 
read rate. This is done on contract. 
Any other teamster with our facilities 
could have the same privilege.”’ ?

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GOV. FOLK’S RESPONSIBILITY. 

lw an interview with a Post-Dispatch representa- 
tive in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, Gov. Folk declined 
\o diseuss specifically police management in St. Louis, 
ut did discuss the problem of police corruption and 
inefficiency from a general standpoint. He thinks 
that police corruption is an outcome of- general cor- 
ruption, arising from the indifference of the people, 
and that it must be corr¢sted as other evils are 





corrected, by the action of: the honest majority at 


ithe polls. He does not believe that it will either 
prevent or withstand the reform movement backed 
hy the people. As to the correction of police evils, 
he said: | 
It is obvious, however, that wherever a 
great American city has a problem which 
seems really formidable in dealing with 
its police administration, the solution of 
that: problem, as far as managing the po- 
lice themselves is concerned, lies in organiz- 
ing and educating them under control of 
the idea that they are under the law and 
protectors of the public under it. * * 
If the police force of any American city 
has been perverted from the support of law 
it can be restored to its usefulness by 
steady insistence that in every official act, 
every one connected with the Police De- 
partment, from highest to lowest, is. the 
agent of law, with no power other than 
that of the law itself. 
All this is true. The police must be brought to 


understand that they are “ander the law and pro- 
tectors of the public under it.” That is of the ut- 
most, importance. They must also be brought to 
understand that “every one connected with the Po- 
lice Department, from the highest to the lowest, is 
the agent of the law, with no power other than that 
of the law itseif.” They must be made to understand 
that they must observe the law in their treatment 
of the public, never under any circumstances being 
»yermitted to violate the law or become the agents 
of lawless and corrupt elements. 

But in, St. Louis Gov. Folk is the key to the so- 
lution of all of these difficulties. The people of St. 
louis cannot directly correct police eviis. They do 
not elect their Police Board. Gov. Folk is directly re- 
sponsible for police management in St. Louis, be- 
cause he appoints the Board of Police Commission- 
ers. All that the people of St. Louis can do to cor- 
rect police evils is to elect an honest Governor and 
look to him for a sound, sane, honest police admin- 
istration. 

The responsibility for the conduct of the Police 
Department in St. Louis rests upon Gov. Folk. He 
‘has the power to make it good or bad. He has the 
power to rebuke and correct its evils. He cannot 
avoid this responsibility nor shift it to the people ag 
St. Louis.
